The elections, both commu- 
nity-wide controversies, ere 
scheduled for Monday, May 6, 
and Tuesday, May 7, 

Voting precincts In both the 
Van Buren Public School Dis- 
trict and those for Van Buren 
Township elections will open 
at 7 turn, and remain open 
until 8 p,m. All in line at 
closing time will be permitted 
to vote. 

Both school officials and 
township administration urged 


all qualified voters to vote In 
their respective special elec- 
tions. 

It Is the first time In some 
years that two elections have 
been set on consecutive days, 
it was reported,

ON MONDAY, the school sys- 
tem will again be asking some 
7,600 registered voters to ap- 
prove a mill hike of $6,50 per 
$1,000 of assessed property 
valuation, state equalised. 


In the special school election 
March 4 last, voters rejected 
the same request by a vote of 
1,499 to 611. 

A mill age renewal proposi- 
tion of $4,60 expiring this year 
was approved In that election. 

The school board reported 
that If voters reject Its second 
request for the 5-1/2 mills re- 
quired to maintain current pro- 
grams and services and to meet 
increased costs (despite antici- 
pated rise In state aid and some 


additional revenue from In- 
creased property valuation of 
the township), then the school 
budget for the new school year 
would have to be trimmed some 
$560,000, This, they stated, 
would mean cutbacks In services 
and programs.

THE M1LLAGE, if approved, 
would be for school operations 
for a five year period from 
I960 to 1972, 

Current school mlllage stands 


at 23.40 mills per $1,000 of 
assessed property valuation, 
state equalized. 

School voting precincts are 
located at Belleville High 
School, Denton Elementary 
School, Rawsonvllle Elemen- 
tary School and Elwell Ele- 
mentary School. Those for 
township elections are at the 
Township Hall, 46425 Tyler 
Road and the Fire Hall, 130 
Fourth Street, Belleville. 

Qualified electors and tax 


paying property owners living 
within the limits of Van Buren 
Township will be eligible to 
vote in the rezoning dispute 
that has raged on for the last 
few weeks. 

Approximately 3,904 voters 
will be asked to either vote 
Yes or vote No on the land re- 
zoning controversy. 

Van Buren Township Board 
had approved the rezoning from 
single to multiple dwelling 147 
acres of land fronting Belleville 


Lake and generally bounded by 
1-94 Expressway South Service 
Drive, Denton and Beckley 
Roads and the north shore of 
Belleville Lake.

BELLEVILLE -- The Belleville Area Chamber of Com- 
merce has issued a blanket endorsement of two community 
issues facing the decision of Van Buren Township voters 
next week. 

Township qualified voters are being asked to cast bal- 
lots In two elections. 

A special school election will be held on Monday, May 6, 
on a proposed Mlllage Increase Proposition calling for a 
levy assessment of five and one-half mills and then return 
to the polls on Tuesday, May 7, to decide a rezoning dis- 
pute that has raged on for several weeks, involving the 
construction of a multiple apartment complex. 

The chamber's Board of Directors conducted a secret 
postcard vote of membership last week on both election 
Issues. 

* t t 

THE RESULTS were disclosed last Thursday, April 23; 
by Justin Emerson, president; Ted F. Kuckelman, execu- 
tive director; and Merrill R. Bird, chamber official. 

Emerson reported that majority of membership was in 
favor of the proposed mill hike for school operation and 
for land rezoning. He also reported that some members 
voted in favor of only the mlllage boost, while others 
voted only for the rezoning. 

In tabulating totals of voting, taken separately by the 
membership, he stated that members were almost three 
to one in favor of both Issues. The three officials, in a 
statement issued Jointly, said: 

“After consideration of all the facts, polling of vast 
majority of members made it Incumbent on the part of

BELLEVILLE — A complaint 
for a writ of mandamus has 
been filed In Wayne County 
Circuit Court against Van 
ftiren Township Board of Trus- 
tees. 

The complaint names as de- 
fendants, Louis A. Toth, town- 
ship supervisor: Mrs, Erma 
Jean Payne, township clerk; 
Frederick Blrk, township 
treasurer; Joseph Hogan, Jerry 
Mston, William VanDeCar 
and Edward Stoelton. All are 
officials and Individuals con- 
stituting the Township Board. 

The court proceedings was 
Initiated by Vertex Development 
Company of Romulus, owner of 
60 acres of land, located on 


Hannan road between Ecorse 
and Van Born roads. The firm 
also owns some 250 acres of 
land adjacent to this parcel 
which is involved in a rezon- 
ing dispute. 

The company flied a request 
on Feb. 22, 1966 for a re- 
zoning of the 50 acres from 
heavy industry to mobile home 
park. The petition was approved 
by the Township Planning Com- 
mission and Wayne County 
Planning Commission. There- 
zoning was first approved by 
the Township Board on Nov, 
16, 1967. 

• • t 

THIS APPROVAL was later 
rescinded by the Board when 


description of property lines 
were found to be faulty. The 
suit alleges that the property's 
description was copied and des- 
cribed Improperly by a town- 
ship official when the original 
description was "somehow lost 
through error.” 

The rezoning request was 
again presented to the Town- 
ship Board on March 12, 1967; 
it was denied by a vote of 
4 to 3. Toth voting against 
rezoolng thus breaking a tie. 

On March 15, the suit dis- 
closes, the firm requested the 
board to reconsider its action 
and pay the prescribed $175 
fee for a special hearing. 

The petition was granted by 


a 3 to 1 majority on March 
22. The firm afterwards en- 
tered Into a contract for en- 
gineering services with the 
Louis Cantor Company and pre- 
sented this information to Mrs. 
Payne, township clerk, on 
March 25. 


THE SUIT charges that Toth 
initiated "on his own author- 
ity” a meeting to be called 
for the evening of March 25, 
"without formal or proper no- 
tice.” 

The firm’s attorney appeared 
having been advised that the

Next Monday, May 6, the 
voters of the Van Buren School 
District will have another and 


probably final opportunity to de- 
cide whether or not our fine, 
high quality’ school program will 
be continued or whether It will 
have to be curtailed. 

During every election cam- 
paign, misinformation, mis- 
leading statements and much ex- 
traneous material is presented 
to the voters with the sole pur- 
pose of confusing the Issue and 
Insuring defeat of the proposal. 


It is my hope that In this 
article I may be able to shed 
some light on the subject and 
clear up some of the confusion. 

• The need for additional 
school operating funds stems 

from the fact that rising prices 
and Increased labor costs have 
forced the cost of operating 
our schools upward at a faster 
rate than State Aid and proper- 
ty taxes can keep up with. 


True, we have had Increases 
in State Aid and Increases In 
property valuations but these 
have not been enough to stem 
the tide of rising costs due to 
the wage-price spiral.

Supervisor Louis Toth, In a 
newsletter to voters, has urged 
a heavy turnout at regular elec- 
tion precincts May 7 on the re- 
zoning Issue, while school board 
people have been pushing for an 
equally strong voter response 
on the ml 11 age the day before. 
Two trips to the polls on suc- 
cessive days thus will be neces- 
sary for voters wishing to ex- 
press their will on the two vital 
questions. 

Backing for Lakeland Park 
also came from individual 
members of the school board, 
although the board as a whole 
did not feel It could take an 
official position. 

Facts about Lakeland Park 
and Its effect on the Van Buren 
community have been fuUy ex- 
plored in the public prints and 
in appearances by Volk before 
the school board and theCham- 
ber of Commerce, Opponents 
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have also had their say and the 
issue will go to the voters with 
a sound background of informa- 
tion on which to base a decision, 
VOLK THIS week expressed 
confidence that a “Yes” vote 
would prevail May 7. He said 
that opponents who sought the 
$3,000 referendum have failed 
to make even a flimsy case 
against the clear-cut facts sup- 
porting the re zoning, but he 
stressed the need for those who 
favor the rezoning to be sure 
to express their views at the 
polls. 

Throughout the controversy 
of recent weeks, Volk has em- 
phasized figures showing that 
the school district would gain 
some $450,000 annually above 
the $19,600 cost of schooling 
some 50 Lakeland Park chil- 
dren. 

The township also would ben- 
efit from Its share of the total 
of $720,000 annual tax yleltf 
when the development Is com- 
pleted. 

Viewed as a functioning and 
important part of the tax struc- 
ture, Lakeland Park should be 
permitted and even encouraged, 
Volk maintains. Additionally, 
the esthetic value of the plan- 
ned development will Improve 
both the lake front and bordering 
road frontage, 

(to the tax structure contri- 
bution, Volk cites figures show- 
ing that, If the land reverts to 
Its old single-home zoning, the 
school load from children of the 
400 single homes would be many 
times that from the apartments 
and would actually Inflict nearly 
$100,000 In annual loss on the 
already burdened school budget, 
Volk's position on some points 
questioned by opponents won 
support In an article In the 
April House & Home Magazine, 
major national publication of 
the residential building indus- 
try. 

THE ARTICLE cites the need 
for debunking the myths spread 
by opponents of apartment zon- 
ing in a period when apartment 
building everywhere is vital to 
provision of an adequate housing 
supply. 

Covering results of surveys 
accumuulated by Lee A, Syra- 
cuse, director of the Land Use 
and Development Department of 
the National Association of 
Home Builders, the article 
points out that zoning conflicts 



will become Increasingly com- 
mon because the big Increase 
In apartment building will occur 
In smaller cities and towns. 

Such areas have seen little 
apartment building and have not 
become accustomed to benefits 
already realized and sought by 
larger cities and closer -in, 
more sophisticated suburban 
communities, 

REPEATED EXAMPLES 
from the surveys show that 
apartments In an overwhelming 
number of cases “contribute 
monies above and beyond what 
It costs the local community to 
service them," 

Even the facts about tax sur- 
pluses do not tell thewhole story, 
according to Syracuse, One 
profitable side effect for the 
community involves streets. 

It Is usual, he says, to allo- 
cate costs of roads and parking 
to individual apartments on the 
same basis as to houses, even 
though such areas in an apart- 
men project are privately own- 
ed and maintained. 

Further, Syracuse empha- 
sizes, the apartments require 
far less road per unit, and he 
quotes a study which shows that 
while 140 single homes will ex- 
act road costs of $4,000 per 
year, 140 apartments will cut 
this figure to $400. 

Applied to Lakeland Park, 
even the $400 would not be a 
factor because there will be 
no new publicly maintained 
roads In the development, 

ON THE subject of traffic 
originated by an apartment de- 
velopment, Syracuse says that 
the higher the densities, the 
fewer auto trips per day are 
made by the average family. 

A Chicago transportation 
study showed that a house on a 
10,000 square foot lot generates 
an average of nine trips a day, 
while an apartment with 600 
square feet of land will generate 
only four a day. 

He said that It Is well known 
the more cars In a family, the 
more trips a day the family 
makes. A Windsor, Conn., study 
reflects an average of one car 
per apartment family as con- 
trasted to one and a half cars 
for a single-home family. 

The outdated attitude that 
apartments bring “social 
sludge” Into the community Is 
also taken to task by Syracuse. 
Comparing types of people in 
apartments with those in single 
homes, Syracuse writes: 

“The results are surprising- 
ly similar; if either type of 
housing enjoys a ‘status edge/ 
it Is the apartment, with slightly 
higher percentages In mana- 
gerial^ sales and supervisory 

Syracuse compiled the re- 
ports In the realization that 
most zoning difficulties of this 
sort grow “out of emotional 
half truths qjid just plain mis- 
information. 

“Facts are the only answer," 
says Syracuse. "That’s why I 
did this report,"

that they do not need all of 
the 5-1/2 mills asked for? 

The Board of Education of the 
Van Buren Public Schools has 
proven time and time again that 
it Is fiscally responsible. Dur- 
ing the past decade, on sev- 
eral occasions, the Board has 
levied less than the mlllage 
available when all the avail- 
able mlllage was not needed to 
meet the budget. 

The voters of the Van Buren 
District can rest assured that 
the Board of Education will levy 
only enough mills to meet the 
budget regardless of how much 
is available. The Board mem- 
bers are heavy taxpayers too, 
you know. 

• School Board trustees re- 
ceive only $300 per year In 
salary and this will not even 
cover the out of pocket expenses 
that they incur by serving on the 
Board of Education. 

I estimate that the average 
School Board member spends 
in excess of 400 hours per year 
on school business taking time 
away from his family and per- 
sonal affairs to give service to 
the community. 

I am shocked and appalled 
when someone suggests that 
Board Members are less than 
honest when asking the voters 
to approve additional funds for 
the welfare of our boys and girls 
and our community.

hearing somehow concerned the 
property. 

At this meeting Toth solicited 
a motion to rescind the Board’s 
action of March 22. 

The suit also alleges that 
Toth “summarily and with com- 
plete disdain for democratic 
processes Insisted that a vote 
be taken immediately in spite 
of the proof of the firm hav- 
ing entered into a contract In 
reliance upon the Board’s ap- 
proval.” 

The vote ended In a tie three 
to three, on the motion to 
rescind prior action of the 
Board. 

“This should have resulted In 
the motion falling, but Tbth, 
the complaint charged, Indi- 
cated he was casting his vote 
In favor of the motion to re- 
scind contrary to the rules 
of procedure and was “indi- 
cative" of his personal disre- 
gard for any rules or limita- 
tions of conduct and duties.” 


IN MY opinion there is no 
more unselfish, dedicated and 
public spirited group of lndlvd- 
uals than those who serve the 
youth of our community as 
members of the Board of Ed- 
ucation.

(tor salary schedule must be 
high enough to retain the fine 
teachers that we now have and 
at the same time attract high 
quality new people to our com- 
munity. 

♦ • * 

OUR SCHOOLS must have 
5-1/2 additional mills to main- 
tain our high quality program. 
Anything less than this min- 
imum amount will necessitate 
a step backward to the last- 
ing detriment of our youth. Even 
with an additional 5-1/2 mills 
our total school tax rate will 
be less than most of our neigh- 
bors.

On Thursday, April 18, the 
Volk interests and the Van Buren 
Civic Association presented 
their arguments for and against 
the proposed Lakeland Apart- 
ments to the Belleville Chamber 
of Commerce. Last week's En- 
terprise - Roman (April 24) 
carried an account of the meet- 
ing on page two. 

As one of the speakers for 
the association, 1 was positively 
shocked by the incredibly dis- 
torted reporting of what actually 
was said by our people. These 
were no mere typographical er- 
I rors. For instance, at the meet- 
ing a Volk spokesman claimed 
that apartments would be much 


more picturesque than row- 
upon-row of single homes. Mrs.

In hls write- 
up the reporter then has her 
answering her own question by 
saying “At least with Lakeland 
Park you have some idea of 
the beauty of the development." 

This creates the Impression 
that Mrs. Love supported the 
apartments.

IN ANOTHER Instance, It was 
accurately reported that I raised 
the question whether the Volk 
Interests or the Civic Assoc- 
iation represented the will of 
the majority In Van Buren. This 
time, however, the reporter 
conveniently left out my answer, 
which was an Important point 
In my address to the meeting, 
to wit: “Almost 30% of the 
eUgible voters In the Township 
signed the referendum petition 
which will give people the chance 
to oppose the rezoning issue on 
the May 7th ballot.'' Frankly, 
this was either sheer Incom- 
petence, or a most brazen vio- 
lation of journalistic ethics. 

Here are some other facts 
about how the paper has cov- 
ered the rezoning issue: The 
long quotations lifted from the 
Volk presentation undoubtedly 
came from written copy.

vote was 3 for and 2 against, 
the latter unmoved by Mr. Wal- 
lace, Thanks, you two. 

The proposal was then sent to 
the Wayne County Board who 
returned a qualified approval, 
with a warning that a too- high 
density of population In a limited 
area would lead to tax base 
troubles because the balancing 
amount of industry would locate 
elsewhere on account of taxes. 
This warning was subsequently 
Ignored by the Township Board 
but was not announced publicly. 

Questioned about the paving 
of Beckley road as the eastern 
boundary of the project, Mr. 
Toth doubted that Beckley road 
would be paved now, but rather 
that Beck road would be cut 
through to the Expresswayser- 
vlce drive, which would throw 
the Ryzner Farm and the Maton 
properties open for further pro- 
jects. (Perhaps this was really 
why Mr. Maton was not allowed 
to vote at a later meeting.)

in helping a South Vietnamese 
child get started in school. 

Adult sponsors and coordi- 
nating groups like the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, Army-Navy 
Unions, Chambers of 
Commerce and others through- 
out Western Wayne County 
are already in the process of 
mobilizing to help with the 
project. But the main need 
now is for the necessary items 
to be collected so they can be 
properly pactaged and mailed, 
the Marine recruiters note. 

VFW Posts are acting as 
collection points for goods 
contributed and are active in 
handling and shipping prepared 
boxes to Philadelphia from 
where they will be sent overseas 
to Marines for distribution. 

Operation Handclasp is a 
program started by the U.S. 
Marine Corps as a result of 
need in various villages 
throughout the South Vietnam 
countryside where supplies 
either are not available or not 
accessible to the children under 
normal circumstances, 5fct. 
Wypycha notes, 

"Many times the only school 
around is one built by Marines," 
he said. "Sometimes the 
Marines build a school because 
there was none. Other times 
it is because they or other 
forces may have destroyed 
whatever school existed in the 
course of battle. 

"The South Vietnamese 
people are fairly clever, intel- 
ligent people and most of them 
seem to want an education for 
their children. But they have 
many problems just in existing 
sometimes and there is really 
little or no money for school 
supplies or books in most 
cases. And, unfortunately, the 
level of personal hygiene is 
rather poor." 

"Marines and other U. S. 
servicemen probably do as 
much or more direct good for 
the children of South Vietnam 
than any other agency including 
the existing government," Lar- 
son said. 

"Much of it lsn*t particularly 
organized at first, but It isn't 
unusual at times for either a 
few or a whole group of Marines 
to practically adopt an entire 
village. There are many in- 
stances where they have 
literally built a school or other 
facility and sometimes even 
try to run it. 

"Being in a place like that 
and seeing the direct good that 
can be done is probably the 
most rewarding aspect of serv- 
ing in the military," Larson 
added. "You just know while 
you*re there that if you could 
only show this to the people 
back home, they would chip 
in and make things right again." 

Items sought in Operation 
Handclasp are all to be packed 
in shoeboxes, so donors are 
urged to consider that in gath- 
ering items. 

Information on the project 
or calls to arrange for col- 
lection of goods should be made 
initially through Mrs. Julia 
Swarlout, who is affiliated with 
VFW Auxiliary at both State 
and Western Wayne levels, at 
PA 1-6364. 

If she is not available, the 
Marine recruiters Wypycha and 
Larson may be called at PA 2- 
9500 for information. 

Since its inception in Western 
Wayne about three to four weeks 
ago, the program has already 
broadened into a statewide 
effort and some groups have 
already completed projects. A 
group at John Glenn High 
school in Westland was first, 
Larson said. 

"Between now and school va- 
cations we hope to see quite 
a few more groups involved," 
Wypycha added. "The project 
is one that should have special 
interest to Cubs, Girl Scouts, 
Boy Scouts, church groups and 
other younger people’s organ- 
izations because it is some- 
thing that is within their 
financial capabilities." 


However, overall, the pro- 
ject is shooting for adult 
participation on a broad scale, 
too. Letters are currently 
being prepared for mailing to 
business and industrial con- 
cerns for help. Some have 
already contributed, 

"The manager (Paul Wenzel) 
at the Westland K-mart store 
has already arranged for 
several cases of pencil shar- 
peners to be delivered for 
packaging. Some other busi- 
nesses are also doing the 
same type of thing," Wypycha 
noted. 

Food stuffs, reading 
materials and clothing are not 


sought for the packages, but 
will be accepted in some cases, 
the Marines added. 

"We want to helpthe children 
get started and interested In 
going to school and learning," 
Larson added. "Things like 
pencils, paper, crayons, color- 
ing books and the like are the 
best. Kids of any age can use 
these or play with them and if 
we can keep them supplied they 
stand a much better chance of 
staying interested in school."

Amy Was Always A Fighter! 

But WCGH Care Helped Her to Observe More Birthdays 


By JOYCE HAGELTHORN 

A MY GARCIA CELE- 
BRATED her second 
birthday last week at the 
Wayne County General Hospital 
where marvelling doctors, 
adoring nurses and Mama and 
Papa jumped to her every 
command. 

Two years ago the doctors 
and nurses of the Obstetrics- 
Gynecology Department and the 
Pediatric floor held little hope 
for the 22-ounce baby that was 
placed in an isolette and left 
completely untouched except for 
feeding and cleaning for over 
a week. 

Amy was three months pre- 
mature, and was the second 
of identical twins. Her sister 
died a few hours after birth. 
Amy was a fighter. . .and 
against overwhelming odds she 
lived. 

,r We knew she was a fighter,” 
Mrs. J. Silvani, head nurse of 
the Newborn Nursery at Wayne 
County General Hospital 
laughed. "That baby wasn't 
about to give up. There were 
days when it seemed she was 
barely breathing, and yet we 
were aware there was some- 
thing that wouldn't let her give 
up. And, of course, there 
were her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Patrick Garcia, of Garden City. 
They used to stand outside the 
window and stare at the baby 
for the full half hour they were 
allowed there. . .and while they 
were there they were praying I” 

"Amy is the first premature 
child of that weight in my ex- 
perience to survive," she 
continued. "That baby went 
down to 1 lb. 7 oz. for over 
a week. We didn't dare touch 
her. We went only into the 
isolette to feed her and clean 
her, and then after several 
days the little tyke began to 
perk up." 

Besides a will to live, what 
other factors enter into the 
chances of survival for a 
preemie the size of newborn 
Amy? 


Department are also affiliated 
with the University of Michigan 
Hospital. The obstetric service 
is completely integrated with 
the University of Michigan 
hospital. I think that is very 
important for people to know." 

"It's very unusual," ho con- 
tinued, "for a 22-ounce baby 
to survive, so we have 
to recognize that much of her 
survival should be attributed 
to the excellent facilities and 
the devoted care by the staff." 

"Prematurity is the big cause 
for the infant mortality rate 
which is always quoted in the 
press. It is true that our 
infant mortality rate is higher 
than other countries, and it 
is because of prematurity. . . 
babies being bom way ahead 
of time. 

"The reason we have such 
a high rate of premature births 
is because so many of our 
American women don't come 
in for prenatal care,” he noted. 

"I know this is surprising 
in an affluent society such as 
ours, but it is a fact that about 
one fourth of the women we 
deliver here in the Wayne 
County General Hospital have 
not seen a doctor," he said. 

"And If they don't see a 
doctor,” he related, "then they 
can't have correctable pro- 
blems taken care of. . .such as 
nutrition, overweight 
correction of other illnesses 
which the patient might have 
and not even be aware of. 

"Now Amy's mother," he 
continued, "did have prenatal 
care, which is undoubtedly one 
of the reasons the baby had a 
better chance at survival. We 
can expect about an eight per- 
cent premature rate no matter 
what we do. . .but we now have 
about 15% and If we could cut 
this down then more babies 
might be saved. Especially 
In areas such as this where 
the nursery care is above 
average, and where other 
obstetrical facilities are of the 
very finest." 


I 

baby is full term, born in the 
hospital and healthy, it is sent 
down to the main nursery. How- 
ever, if the baby should be 
born on the way to the hospital 
or In the home, or even in the 
hospital bed outside of the de- 
livery room, it is immediately 
put into isolation so that he 
will carry no hitchhiking germs 
to other babies, she adds. 

If the baby is premature, 
then it is sent to the new- 
born nursery where it is kept 
in a warming isolette and 
watched over carefully by 
trained nurses until It reaches 
five pounds or within ounces 
of that weight. 


Once the baby is moved out 
of the Isolette and put into a 
crib, his mother can come In 
once a day and hold him and 
feed him. 

"We are very fortunate in 
our continuity of public health 
here," Mrs. Silvani said. 
"Today I sent out a preemie. 
Tomorrow a public health nurse 
will call at the home and make 
sure sho is all right, and advise 
the mother on her care. Then 
she will keep in touch with the 
baby until she feels it is safe 
to release her." 

Although little Amy Garcia 


was born with the will to sur- 
vive, It did take more to keep 
that spark burning, and it Is 
for this chance for life that 
the doctors and nurses of Wayne 
County General Hospital are 
dedicated. And it is so that 
their dedication will pay off 
that they urge all pregnant 
mothers to see their doctor. . . 
before the birth of the baby. 

"Amy had a better chance 
because her mother did follow 
the rules for good prenatal 
care,” Dr. Bollinger said. 
"That, coupled with our ex- 
cellent facilities made Amy's 
second birthday today 
possible."

Scenic Jet Flight 
Sets New Record 


O VER EIGHT HUNDRED readers of this column actually 
jetted into the "Flying World" this past weekend at 
nearby Metro Airport. Sponsored by this column and 
originally planned for one or possibly two flights of 100 people 
each, the demand for seats on the jet scenic flight went far 
beyond the farthest dreams of even this writer. 

Approximately 1482 people phoned in wanting to fly with us. 
After overcoming the shock of such tremendous demand, man- 
agement of North Central Airlines went to bat for us and came 
up with several additional flights. The Last and eighth full flight 
took to the skies after dark at 8:15 p.m. 

People came from every corner of Western Wayne County - 
Wayne, Garden City, Belleville, Inkster. Dearborn, Plymouth, 
Romulus were just a few of the communities that were repre- 
sented. The Jet-flighters ranged from the three-month old son 
of a Sheriff's Road Patrolman to a 79-year-old grandmother 
taking the first airplane ride of her life. 

From the many single individuals, the passengers came in 
family groups from two to a Romulus family of eight. A spot 
check brought out the interesting fact that 81 per cent of the 
people were taking their first airplane ride, and of the other 
19 per cent very few had ever flown in a jet airliner. 

King-size group of the day was the members of the congregation 
of the Free Methodist Church. This group arrived in church 
buses, 89 strong, to practically fill the second flight. 

On take-off the scenic flighters yelled, screamed and awed 
with reaction such as witnessed on a roller-coaster ride. The 
different sensation is evident on the smooth, quiet and rapid 
take-off of a jet airliner. Within moments, noses were pressed 
against windows as the new wonder of the flying world unfolded 
beneath them.

North Central Chief Pilot at Detroit, Captain Dick Downs, 
stated that he had never heard such happy and enthusiastic 
reaction on a scenic flight of first riders.

Expert Lists Best Lawn 
Weed Control Measures 


“The most effective weed 
sontrol measure for the home 
lawn is a healthy, vigorously 
growing turf that is regularly 
mowed to a height of 1-1/2 
to 2 inches," says Gurdon Den- 
als, District Extension Horti- 
cultural Agent, Michigan State 
University. 

Lawn weeds can often be 
eliminated by using chemical 
weed killers. But preventive 
maintenance, in the form of a 
well-kept lawn, gives the grass 
a lighting chance against com- 
peting weeds." 

Dennis says every weed kill- 
er sold must have a label which 
states the recommended dos- 
ages and the weeds which the 
chemical should control. 

• a • 

MANY WEED killers are 
available as liquid spray ma- 
terials, as well as dry gran- 
ilar materials for use in a 
spreader. 

“Read the label, follow the 
directions given, avoid dust or 
spray drift to nearby sensitive 
plants and keep the chemicals 
out of the reach of children," 
advises Dennis. 

Lawn weed control is broken 
down into two phases: pre- 
emergence and post-emer- 
gence. 

P re -emergence weed control 
Includes applying chemicals 
prior to weed germination and 
primarily for the control of 
crabgrass and other annual 
grasses. This type of control 
should be applied in the early 
spring about the time Forsythla 
Is In bloom.

SOME OF the recommended 
are-emergence c h e m icals and 


their effectiveness for crab- 
grass are as follows: 

Dacthal — Remarks: Causes 
injury to bentgrass; short sea- 
sonal control. 

Azak — Remarks: Variable 
to very good control. 

Betas an — Remarks: Good to 
very good control. 

Tupersan — Remarks: May be 
used prior to seeding for con- 
trol of annual grasses; very 
good control. 

Bandane — Remarks: Causes 
injury to fescues; moderate to 
good controL 

BeneHn — Remarks: Causes 
injury to bentgrass; good to ex- 
cellent controL

THE SECOND phase of con- 
trol is post-emergence weed 
control where the chemicals 
are applied after the weeds have 
been germinated. 

A combination of 2, 4-D amine 
and silvex, applied at the rate 
of 1 pound of active chemical 
per acre, will control dande- 
lions, plantains, clover, chick- 
weed, black medic, creeping 
Charlie, red sorrel and round- 
leaved mallow. 

For controlling crabgrass, 
apply (DSMA) D1 -Sodium Methyl 
Arsonate or (AMA) Ammonium 
Methyl Arsonate two to three 
times at weekly intervals when 
crabgrass is small (2 to 3 
inches), 

"There's no selective chem- 
ical for the control of quack- 
grass and tall fescue," notes 
Dennis. "If the problem is se- 
vere and bothersome, com- 
plete renovation may be con- 
sidered using amltrole or dala- 
poc. Several weeks must elapse 
before reseeding the treated 
area."
